THE SOCIAL STRUCTURE. 


Dr. Bertrand Russell Against 
Both “Big Business and 
. Moscow. 


Replying to a capitalist cor- 
respondent, Dr. Bertrand Russell 
presents his views upon Com- 
munism in the following terms:-— 

Government University, Pek- 
ing. ae . 
Your view is that “we oly be- 
fog the issue by trying, to evade 
the fact of ‘class-war.” and you 
celieve it useful to “stimulate 
clear thinking” 

Lhave considerable symaathy 
with this view;.{ merely find it 
impossible ‘to understand how 
anybody who follows your advice 
on this point can come down on 
the side of the capitalists, excep 
on grounds of simple egotism. 

Ttis this paint, among others, 
that I should like to see you ex- 
plainio . book. 

Again, as te “clear thinking” 
if we are to embark upon it, we 
had better carrs it through to tne 
end If the claes-war” becomes 
word-wide, the isaue will be 
neicher the establishment of Cum- 
munism nor the re-establishment 
of capitalism, bat the ruin of 
industry and education, and the 
tdownfall of our whole civilisa- 

tion, “ 

T therefore consider that, how- 
ever amall may be the chance of 
averting the universal class-war, 
‘se ought to try and avert it s9 
jong as the chance is not nil: 
and in view of the uncertainty of 
human affairs. the chance will 
not be nil until the disaster has 
actually occurred. I find that 
those who dcsire the class-war, 
and also those who prophesy it 
without desiring it, are helping 
to bring it on. 

I disagree with your attitude 
[i the same reason for which J 


disagree with that of the Third 
Enternationat—psmely,—that_it| 
tends to hasten the advent of a 
éataclysm which may not he 
inevitable, but will probably 
produce utter and: total collapse 
ifitcomesscon = * 

I am anxious that my own 
position in the matter should be 
clear, since I find that it is 
widely misunderstuod. I believe 
the following propositions. 

(1) If the clacs-war becomes 
world wide, the quick vistory of 
the proletariat would be a very 
great good. . 

(2) Yhe quick victory of the 
capitalists would be a very great 
evil, buta far smaller evil than 
the prolongation of the struggle. 

3) The most probable result 
would be,a warfare lasting for 


giving the Russiens peace and 
trade, out of which will come 
prosperity with a conseqrent 
dimunition of fanaticism. - 

(5) If the class-war comes and 
ia as prolonged as I fear, the ooly 
men who will bring iuto the new 
world the seeds of progress and 
reconstruction wilt be -those 
who take no part in the struggle, 
but retire to whatever refage is 
available as the monks retired 
to their monasteries at the time 
ofthe barbarian invasion of the 
Roman Empire. 

My disapproval of Bolshevism, 
itso far as Ido disapprove, is oo 
the ground that I donot thiok it 
can achieve the end at which 
iteaims. [regard the Bolsheviks 
as Knights of the Impossible.” 
and the whole development of 
Russis duriog the last three years 
confirms me in this view. . 

Tt is as a practical man, nob as 
an icealist, that I object to. them. 
I think the capitalists sufficiently 
strong, sufficiently bestial, and 
sufficiently reckless to make the 
quick success of the communists 
in the classwar. impossible, and J 
therefore hold that if the ends 
which I desire are to be achieved, 
a longer ~p2riod of peaceful pro- 
paganda and industrial. develop 
ment is essential. 

¥donot think the capitalists, 
even now, sufficiently strong to 
preserve shaic awn system by 
victory in.« class-war, bus only 
sufficiently strong to «tack 
civilisation. I therefore support 
the Brtish Labour "Party as 
against both Moscow and Wall 
Street. And no one can accuse 
the British Labour Party of 
“tltiog ar windmills.” 


THE SENSE OF INJUSTICE. 

You object to my speaking of 
the capitalist sys em as “unjust,” 
and the Commonst system as 


“jusr.” I grant that the logical} 


Aefinition of these terms is 
dfacult, but, as “you -yourself 
pont out, politics is a matter 
of sentiment rather than of logic.

who cause Russia to he blockad- 
ed and exbausted by civil and ex- 
ternal wars. oO 

All the graver restrictions of 
liberty in Russia‘ are due to this 
state of affairs, not toany ioherant 
vice of Commuaism. 

I note that you personally 
oppose the blockade. Butitis an 
inevitable result of che capitalist 
system, and whoever supports 
that system i<in effect a supporter 
of the blockade. however much he 
may regret that other capitalists 
are less ‘far-sighted than bimself

SHANGHAI HARBOUR 
COLLISION SEQUEL. 


* Claim for Damages. 


The ‘British Indias Steam 
Navigation Co., Ld., and the China 
Steam Navigation Co. Ld., ware 
plaintiffs and defendants Tespec- 
tively in a shipping action begun 
on the 25th inst. in H. M. Supreme 
Court, Shanghai, defore his Hon- 
our Judge Skinner Turner and 
Commander A. E. Thomson (sit- 
ting as nautical assessor). The 
hearing is likely to last for sever- 
al days. 

Plaintiffs claim damages aris- 
ing out of a collision which 
occurred between the strs. 
Arratoon ‘Apcar end Yingchow 
jost off the Shanghai and 
Hovgkew Wharf company’s 
Hoogkew. wharf on tha morning 
of February 17 last. 

On February 17, at 7.30 am., 
says the statemont of claim, the 
Arratoon Apcar cast off her moor- 
ings at the Hongkew Wherf of 
the Shanghai and Hongkew 
Wharf Co. with the intention of 
leaving for Kobe, and was towed 
out by the steam. tug Gutzlaff. 
The Arratoon Apesr proceeded 
towards the side of mic-chennal, 
which lay on her starboard side, 
and on teaching her proper posi- 
tion cast off her tug and straight- 
enedaup with herbow heading down 
the river and her engines running 
at half speed ahead. Meanwhile 
the Yingchow was approaching 
on the port side of the Arratoor 
Apcar at a high rate of speed and 
when between four and Gva cables 
distant from the Arratoon Apcar 
sounded the starboard helm signal 
to which the Arratoon Apcar at 
once replied with the port helm 
signal and stopped her engines. 
The Yingchow, however, continu- 
ed to starboard ber helm end 
to head towards the Arratoon 
Apear and under these circam- 
stances the Arratoon 
being ss close to her 
starboard side of the River as she 
could withsafety get, reversed her

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SHIPBUILDING RETURNS. 


Some delay occurred in the issue of the Shipbuilding 
Returns compiled by Lloyd's Register of Shipping for the 
first quarter of 1921. and the reasons are noteworthy. The 
returns, briefly cabled at the time but now available at 
greater length. are accompanied by a qualifying statement 
of a kind not previously found in these statistics. This is 
to the effect that the amount of tonnage then “under 
construction “ inthe United Kingdom—3.798,500 tons gross 
—should not be taken at-its face value. The figure 

" mentioned is larger by over 400,000 tons than the tonnage 
for the corresponding quarter of the previous year, hence 
‘On & prima Jucie view the position would suggest ground 
for congratulation. Accordingly, the compilers of the 
statistics have found it necessary to introduce the unwouted 
qualification in order to avoid a mistaken inference. 

From the qualifying clause it is learned that there are 
some 407,000 tons on which, owing to the present exteme 
shipping depresston. work has been suspended. There are 
also some 350,000 tons the completion of which has been 

poned owing to the cessation of work by tbe joiners. 

" Deducting these totals, amounting together to $47,000 tons, 
from the figures vf tonnage described. as being under 
construction, the new shipping on which work was actually 
proceeding in the United Kingdom is reduced to 2,951,500 
tons. The first set of tonnage. being in. abeyance through 
the unfortunate slump, belongs to a difierent category; one 
can only hope that an improvement in the world’s commerce 
‘will ere Jong justify x resumption of work on this block of 
tonnage. -As for the 350,000 tons, shipbuilders have for 
something like six months had the mortifying experience of 
seeing work, in consequence of the joiners strike. trans- 
ferred to Continental vards at a time when contracts, 
contrary to the positidn obtaining two or three years ago’ 
are the subject of keen competition. 

By comparison with! the pre-war returns, the reduced 
total of 2,051,500 tons gross on which work is more or less 
‘actively proceeding exceeds the amount under construction 
at the end of the March quarter of 1914 by 1,060,000 tons. 
Asamatter of shipbuilding activity this is sufficiently 
encouraging, but just now impels some disquietude as to 
its employment. If all the nations of the world were 
‘busily employed in producing and consuming goods, the 
‘increase in the tonnage under construction might be regard- 
ed with great satisfaction; but with enormous numbers of 
the world’s inhabitants standing aside from international 
commerce and with others not working at full measure, the 
existence of so much shipping im the course of construction 
arouses mixed feelings. Employment cannot be found for 
a great many of the ships already afloat. ‘hat trade will 

._ Fevive sooner or later we know, and it is the duty of alt 
to consider how they can best help to effect an early im- 

_ provement. In the meantime, it is a question’ how the 

additional tonnage is going to earn'its upkeep. For the 
"immiediate present, ‘at any rate, new shipbuilding orders 
cannot be expected on @ large scale, which makes it the 
more deplorable that many of such contracts as are going, 

’ as for repairing work, should: have to be sent abroad owing 
to the attitude of a certain section of the workers. The 

«general body of shipyard workers have come to an amicable 
- artangement with the employers.. A muinber of the joiners 
have found-employment in other fields, this . accounting 
largely for their obduracy. Such extraneous work may 

- not always be available in large volume, so that it behoves

And whilst we are on the sub- 
ject of the Peak Tramway Com- 
pauy and its service to the public, 
it might not be inappropriate to 
Tevert to the question we recent- 
ly raised regarding the whole of 
the public utility companies ‘of 
this Colony. Where s private 
company enjoys a monopoly in 
catering to some essential public 
need, then the community has

after a certain reasonable profit 
has beeo mace, the surplus in- 
crement should be devoted to the 
improvement of the service or the 
lessening of public charges. The 
local Goveroment has intimated 
its approval of that principle in 
connection with the Hongkong 
Electric Company and it also 
acknowledged the principle wheao 
it passed the latest. Ferries 
Ordinance. We have in mind the 
fact that ths whole of our public 
utility services—trams, lighting, 
ferries, gas, telephones, etc, are 
provided by companies enjoying 
aither actual or virtoal monopolies 
and the public has a right, there- 
fore, to insist that surplos profits 
should be devoted to theimprove- 
ment of those services and toe 
reduction of consumers” or 
patrons’ costs. In _ private 
business a company cither 
succeeds or languishes by reason 
of its excellence: competition 
compels it to maintain a certain 
standard. Public utility concerns 
often succeed by reason of the 
public's necessity and the public 
hase right, therefors, to say that 
where a monopoly is enjoyed and 
competition eliminated the Com- 
pany shall give a service as 
excellent as if there were cor- 
petition. There's a moral justice 
behind the plea, and we are’ glad 
to think that our local Govern- 
ment recognises it. In the future 
development of Hongkong that 
principle should not be lost sight

Disappointed 
by his inability to produce the 
performance aimed st in this 
flight, Lieut. Coney desired to 
make a return trip from ‘Jack- 
sonville’ to San Diego in a one- 
day, one stop flight.

At the Shakespeare Hut, now 
the Indian Studente’ Hostel, the 
chief centre of Indian stujent 
life in Loudon Sir Israel! Gollancz, 
the founder of the Shakespeare 
Hot and chairman of the 
Shakespeare Association, detiver- 
ed a lecture on “Shakespeare 
aod India.” Sir William Meyer, 
High’ Commissioner. for India, 
presided. 

The Lecturer said that during 
the war the Shakespeare Hut 
had ninistéred to the comforts of 
well-nigh a million of our fellow- 
subjects from over the seas; and 

“FF was well that durisy thix time 
of peace Indian studeats were 
waking it their home, while 
learning the best lessons of 
Western, civilization. Happily, 
Carlyle’s question~—put in 1840— 
had now lost its application -— 
“Will you give up your. Indian 
Empire or your Sbakespeare 7” 
Infia’s pride was deep in being 
able to claim Shakespeare as at 
oncé the British Empira’s and 
the Indian’ Empire's common 
prized possession. 

On Saturday ea movement bad 
“been inaugurated in India, likely 
‘to grow from strength to strength, 
for the annual observance of 
Shakespeare Day throughout the 
whole of tha Indian world—z 
fitting sequence to the unbounded 
enthusiasm for the, puet’s work, 
which: has manifested itself in 
renderings of many of the plays 
into the Chief Ssnskritic Aryan 
languages of the North and the 
Dravidian of Southorn India. Sir 
Israel Gollancz set forth a classi- 
fication of some of these dialect 
renderings, end from the survey 
it would seem thst-the order of 
preference placed Romeo and 
Juliet in the first place. The 
Merchant of Venice, Othello, acd 
Hamlet following. This was the 
result. of an inquiry made (but not 
printed) in 1916 for the Tetcen- 
tenary “Book of Homage,” which 
gave -s’ large placé ‘to tributes.

Reasons for the Visit. 


A matter of eagar, restrained 
speculation iv the Japanese Press 
and in the Diet is the reason for 
the Crown Prince's visit. This 
was very hurriedly arranged, 
though Japanese officials had 
been in: London on this mission 
for some weeks previously. But 

_itbad not been actually settled, 
and, according: to advices from 
Japao, was only decided upon 
very suddenly: Speculation in 
that country ig as to the reason. 
There appear to be two reasons, 
writes a correspondent in the 
Observer, 

The first is that the Emperor 
and Empress feel very strongly 
that the Crown Prince should 
see the world. acditis a matter 
of sume’ importance that he 
sbould see ir very soon. The 
Emperor's telegram to Presidenr 
Harding confirms this view. 
Qace H.I.H. has assumed greater 
sesponsibilities, which, it is to be 
hoped will not be for many years, 
ha will be unable totravel abroad 
The health of the Emperor 
therefore is one reason. 

‘ The second is the recognition 
by the throne of the necessity oJ 
introducing and developing a 
more democratic monarch than 
bes ever ruled in Japan. During 
the early years of his reign thi 
present Emperor caused the 
Breatest uneasiness in bureau 
cratic circles by the manner ir 
which he drove ovt amongst the 
people, a practice unfortunately 
curtailed of recent vears by the 
state of bishealth. The Princess 

, Nagako no Kuni, to whom the 

_ Crown Prince bas been betrothed, 
“ig the daughter of the Prince 

- aad Princess Kuni, a branch 

of the Fnshimi family, a 

collateral of the Impetia) 

House. The Prince and Princess 

are the most democratic mem- 
bers of the Japanese Imperial 

Family. They have twice vigiteu 

Amesica on the first occasion in 

1909, and again on the occasion 

of the Hudson Tercentenary, [fn 
that country, the most democra- 
tic in the world, they created the 
most fzvourable impression, so 
much so that it was sald thar if 

’ the Priac+ had represented Japan 
at Washington there would bhava 
been po Californian question.

What is melodrama? Tf the 
term is used in a strict, historic- 
al sonde, the answer is easy en- 
ough. We alt know that melo- 
drama was originally a play with 
incidental music andsongs. Then 
tha song were eliminated 
that remained of its semi-m 
origin was’ the use nf om 
baighten situation. In adcition 
to this, there were certain drama- 
tie principles in melodrama, says 
Mr. E. A. Banghan, the dramatic 
oritic of the Daily News. 

PLAYS WRONGLY CLASSIFIED. 

eis a mistake to use the term 

“melodrama” of plays which 

meraly contain strong situations. 

Thue “The Skin Game”, was 
classified by some critica as 
melodrams,, and , 50 | wan 

The Ninth Earl.” The latter 
lays itself open to the charge be- 
cause, sn old melodramatic story 
and even iis characters are used. 
But the treatmentis diametrically 
opposed 20 the treatment of aelo- 
drama. The innocent hero, who 
is convicted of murder, never has 
bis innocence proved. He does 
not triamph over circumstances, 
bot is their victim. 

“The Skin Game” was still 
Iess melodrama. No one really 
triumphed in that play. 2Not 
virtue, but evil, gained such 
victory as there was to gain. 

Melodrama is a term which 
should not be loosely employed to 
characterize a drama which is 
‘merely sensational or strong.. It 
has no meaning unless it be used 
of playa which, in subject-matter 
and crude emotiocalism, would 
have been treated as melodramas 
in tha old days. . 

THR TRIUMPH OF VIRTUE. 

Virtue was always rewarded, 
aod vice pucished in the long 
run. The sitnations’ had to be 
sensational, and the whole trend 

_ of the piece emotional You had 

_ to take the situations as you 
feund therm, and not anslyse 
thom critically. 

A moder audience seldom 
takes malodrama seriously. 
Even at the Lyceum Theatre 
improbabilities of plot and its 
obvious developments - arouse 
merriment. At the same time, 
the audiences are evidently 
affected by the emotion of the 
plapa. They still hiss a good 
robust villain. 

SHE PRESENT TASTE IN DRAMA. 

We are told that the public 
taste m returning to melodrarna. 
It is doing nothing of the sort. 
Oildfashioned melodrama has no 
efance of being successful with a 

“modern audience. But the pend- 

utam of public taste bas swuog 
towards plays of strong situations, 
bothin action and.ia emotion. 

, Drama is once again concerned 
with the primitive basis of human 
nature. After all, that is the chiet 
material fordrama. Most of the 
tragedy of life arises from primi- 
‘tive baman uature battling with 

* its envirunment. ” 

Modorn conditions and modern 
ethics make this battle a mach 
more coroplex affair than it was, 
pictnred in melodrama. Then the 
dramntis personas were the metest 

- puppets, painted olack for villainy 
” aad white for virtua. . 

Heroines sacrificed themselves 
wo easily that one may be per- 
milted ty doubt the reality of 
their feelings. No crude 
melodrama of that type will ba 
saiccessiul on the modern stage. 

I dareasy the success of © Bull. 
Dog Drummond” will be cited 
agamsc me. To plot and situation 
it follows the type of American 
crook’ melodrama which was

THE STRENGTHENING 
OF DRAMA, 


Quita apart fram the success 
of plays which have a superficial 
likeness to melodrama, there is 
evidently a public for plays of 
strong feeling. The success of 
“The Skin Game” paved the way. 
And now: “Bill of Divorcement™ 
has followed. Here again imit- 
ators must be careful. Both 
plays have been successful not 
only because they have deslt with 
strong passions, but because they 
are the work of gifted and im- 
ainative literary artists. There 
will be no room on the stage for 
crude imitations of these plays. - 

This modern tendency toward’ 
drama of emotional strength is a 
very hopeful, sign for the futur 
of the stage. Not only are such 
plays fundamentally truer to life 
than tbe wish-washby sentiment 
of a few years ago, but ther give 
the players an opportunity of 
broadening and strengthening 
their art. . 

Drama will become once again 
an att of exoression and nov be 
merely an imitative ari.
